Mr. Eisenhower left his desk 
in the former residence of the 
presidents of Gettysburg CoHege 
Saturday noon and did not return 
for more work in the afternoon.

o’clock and for the first time since 
he was elected President of the 
United States in 1952 there were 
no photographers and correspond­ 
ents outside the church when 
he left.

WASHINGTON (AP(-Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk disclosed to­ 
day that administration disarma­ 
ment experts are studying the 
problem of whether and how Com­ 
munist China can be brought into 
proposed disarmament schemes. 
At his first news conference, 
Rusk also warned the American 
people against being unduly opti­ 
mistic, as he put it, about im­ 
provements in relations with the 
Soviet Communist bloc. He said 
serious days and hard work lie 
ahead. 
LONG CONFERENCE 
Rusk discussed U.S. foreign re­ 
lations issues and answered ques­ 
tions for about 40 minutes. 
He said the State Department 
public relations policy would be 
one (rf candid disclosure wherever 
possible and declared he fully rec­ 
ognizes the importance of an in­ 
formed public opinion. 
In a statement, Rusk called for 
development of a United Nations 
plan to bring peace and unity to 
the strife torn Congo but he said 
the primary responsibility “rests 
with President (Joseph) K&savu- 
bu and other Congolese and lead­ 
ers.”

Rusk announced that Arthur H. 
Dean, New York attorney who has 
held some important diplomatic 
assignments in the past, will be 
chief U.S. negotiator when the nu­ 
clear test ban conferences resume 
at Geneva March 21. 
Russia agreed Saturday to a 
postponement from Feb. 7 to the 
new date.

TO ASK FUNGS 
FOR SURVEY OF 
PENNA. SOILS

HARRISBURG (AP) - Agnail 
ture Secretary William L. Henning 
will go before the joint House- 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
Tuesday to seek an additional 
$175,000 for the state soil’survey. 
The proposed boost in the rec­ 
ommendations contained in Gov. 
Lawrence’s budget would bring 
the total request for the program 
to $238,898 in state funds. The fed­ 
eral government will match any 
state outlay. 
Prospects are dim that the joint 
appropriations committee will ap­ 
prove any size abit revisions of 
Lawrence's budget. 
HOPE FOR HELP 
In anticipation of that, the State 
\asociation of Soil Conservation 
District 
Directors 
already 
has 
pledged itself to seek special leg­ 
islation to raise the additional 
funds. 
Backers (rf th# increase arc 
hopeful of enlisting the support of 
other state agencies which make 
use of the soil survey. 
Basically, the program is an ag­ 
ricultural one of mapping the 
the state’s soils in detail to deter­ 
mine the best uses for farming. 
But the soil information is also 
extremely valuable for construc­ 
tion work, especially highways.

Detailed soil reports on all of 
the counties covered by the pro­ 
gram so far have been turned 
over to the State Highways De­ 
partment and U. S. Bureau of 
roads. 
One soil conservation spokes 
man contended that the informa­ 
tion in the reports could save high­ 
ways buHders construction mis­ 
takes that would more than bal­ 
ance the cost (rf the program, even 
if the survey had not other use. 
The long-range soil mapping 
program in Pennsylvania antici­ 
pates an expenditure by 1968 of 
some $2,445,000 in state funds and 
an equivalent amount in federal 
money. 
GET IMPORTANT DATA 
The surveys consist of detailed 
soils maps and reports issued on a 
county basis. Some 32 counties 
have been surveyed in detail and 
the remaining 35 have had pre­ 
liminary surveys. 
Maps resulting from the sur­ 
veys show all of the soils in the 
county and their characteristics 
are described in a survey report.

Confair, R-Lycoming, said today 
he favors making a proposed two- 
cent boost in the state’s five-cent- 
a-gallon gas tax a temporary one- 
year levy. 
The Williamsport lawmaker said 
he would propose sud) an amend­ 
ment to Gov. Lawrence’s gas tax 
bill when the Senate returns Tues­ 
day from a long weekend recess. 
Confair said he thought the le­ 
gislature should make the additio 
a1 tax temporary, then decide la 
ter on the basis of a study whether 
a permanent levy is in order. He 
indicated he wouldn’t be opposed 
to voting for the two-cent increase, 
however if his amendment failed 
to win approval. 
Confair said he thought the tax 
bill would attract the needed 26 
votes for passage when it comes 
up for a showdown vote Tuesday 
night. He said he understood there 
were other Republicans ready to 
support the increase but declined 
to give their names. 
With the Senate politically divid­ 
ed 25-25 between the two parties, 
Democrats will need all of their 
own votes and at least one GOP 
vote to pass the Lawrence revenue 
program. They are counting heav­ 
ily on Confair’s support, 
In addition to the proposed gas 
tax boost, the Senate will vote on 
a proposed increase of $300 million 
to $420 million in the highway and 
bridge authority’s borrowing cap­ 
acity. There also will be a stew 
of hands on Lawrence’s plan to 
raise $105.7 mill im in revenue by 
a revision of business taxes dur­ 
ing the 13-month period starting 
next June I.

IS TRYING TO 
MAKE DECISION

NEW YORK (AP>-The stock 
market 
us striving mightily to 
make up its mind what's ahead. 
Prices have been moving up al­ 
most steadily .since October, al­ 
though corporate earnings gen­ 
erally have been slipping since 
early in i960. 
But the large trading volume 
last week w-ith little price change 
in the list as a whole shows how 
div ided opinion is today. 
CONFLICTING REPORTS 
Is business going to pull itself 
out of its dowT.turn and boom? 
Or will it sink lower—or perhaps 
take a momentary spurt

Washington Durn p-priming and 
then slump? 
Stock traders and the stock con­ 
scious public have a new flood (rf 
corporate earnings — thoroughly 
mixed — to interpret. The early 
reports indicate that cost cutting 
bas put a stop to sliding profits 
for 
many 
companies, 
but 
far 
from all. 
The market also is trying to de­ 
cide between conflicting Washing­ 
ton reports. It has President Ken­ 
nedy's 
grim 
warning on what 
might happen and how he plans 
to forestall a real recession. It 
has President Kennedy’s assur­ 
ance that things are sure to get 
better fairly soon anyway. But 
the market also has to weigh the 
possibility of another ride on the 
rollercoaster of inflation. 
EARNINGS CURVE DOWN 
Economists have tried to help 
the market make up its mind. 
But they. too. differ. The majority 
has been saying that the tradi­ 
tional cycle is about to touch bot­ 
tom, rf it hasn t already, and start 
up again around mid year. But 
other warn that the postwar days 
of general expansion with recur­ 
ring mild recessions have given 
way to a new and tougher era 
that business must learn to live 
with. 
The earnings curve of U S cor­ 
porations has been steadily down 
since the first quarter of 1960, 
when the Department of Com­ 
merce figures put net income aft­ 
er taxes at around $6 billion for 
the first three months of the year.
